were 
scalded

them seriously, about'-midnight when 
a ooiier tube blew out in the engine 
room 
of the Edison 
Electric Light 


plant in Gold street, Brooklyn.

men were at work cleaning what is 
termed a "dead". boiler. 
The boiler is 


known as No. 2, and is one. ot a scries. 
Across from the was a "live" boiler, 
No. 16. 
There was an explosion as the tubo 


blew out, and the sub-cclla,r In which 
they were working 
was 
filled 
with 


steam that shut out their view and 
knocked some of them prostrate as It 
cooked the flesh where It struck them. 


James Willing, the foreman 
of the 
gang, shouted to the men to get those 
that had gone down as the blinding 
steam filled the room. Firemen, who 
have worked in big plants have as a, 
rule been through similar accidents 
and know the value.of acting quickly. 
They were down on their hands and 
knees keeping their, eyes 
closed and 


their mouths shut as they groped for 


those who had gone down. Then when 
they had found a man they 
flagged 


him to safety in an adjoining room. 


There a count of noses was made, 


and it. was found that all the men had 
either escaped or been dragged from 
the room. The three men who were 
the most seriously Injured were John 
Lee of 286 Front street; John Mack of 
227 Troy avenue, ar.d Thomas Tierney 
of 5746 Fourth avenue. . 


All were severely scalded about the 


face, head, arms and hands. An am- 
bulance was called from the Brooklyn 
hospital and.calls were sent to the Ed-, 
ison company physicians, who arrived 
about the same time as Dr. Parts, of 
the Brooklyn .hospital.

The attitude which, he 


has assumed as director general of 'national politics is deeply resented, by

It is easy to see how the Roosevelt policy can be construed as very 


dangerous. .'His aim is to have the national government 
assume 
every 


possible bit of authority over the states that is not specifically forbidden in 


tbe constitution. To do so would be an attack upon the sovereignty of the 
states, and an attack that no state would fail'to resent in a most emphatic, 


:manner. 


The.present.relations between the states and ihe national government 


are fairly satisfactory, although there are a great many.schemes outlined 


for extending .federal supervision over corporation and business concerns 


which maybe • nroperly. regarded as.sufficiently controlled by state.authority. 


The state of New York in particular has to do with this new issue ot 


Knoseveltism, and unless ail signs fail that state Trill repudiate Jj;. ivOo=c- 


velt and his .policies more emphatically than any other state in the country. 


The interests of the country at large require that there shall be no 


general political boss such as Mr. Roosevelt presumes to be. 


It' must be noticed that in the present campaign President Taft bus 


remained in the background. He has a clear sense of the fitness of things, 


and be is preserving tbe dignity of his office in :i manner such as it was not 


preserved by his immediate predecessor. 
But 5fr. Roosevelt, unlike the

FALL RIVER 


HAS THE 
SECOND LARGEST 


DEATH RATE IN COUNTRY 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 0.— 


Census Director Durand issued today 
ihe following statement with refer- 
ence to the high death rate of Fall 
River, Mass.: 
"In the bulletin on Mortality Statis- 


tics for 1909, recently published by the 
bureau of the Census, the death rate 
of the city of Fall Hiver was given as 
19.1 per 1,000, being higher than that 
of any other large city in'the United 
States except New Orleans, the rate 
for which city was 20.2 and which is 
dependent upon the large colored pop- 
ulation. The rates given 
for 
Fall 


River were seriously questioned by-the 
Fall River board of. health, who were 
reported as saylnffrdhat the city was 
placed In a worse light than it should 
have been, and who stated that 
'In 


1909. there 
were- 
1966 
deaths h.ere 


which, based on the very conservative 
estimate of 116,000 of population, gave 
a death rate of 17.09,' instead of . the 
rate of 19.1 shown by the census fig- 
ures. 
. 
•> 


"The matter was of so much im- 


portance as affecting the possible au- 
thenticity of the death rates for the 
cities of the United States, published 
by the Bureau of the Census, that it 
was 
specially 
Investigated 
by Dr. 


Cressy L. Wilbur, chief 
statistician 


for vital statistics. 
The estimate of 


population upon which the census rate 
was based was 117,134 for the middle 
of the year 1909, exceeding by some 
two thousand the local estimate. This 
shows that the question of estimating 
population did not enter into the dif- 
ference between the 
rates. Instea'd, 


however, of the number of 
deaths, 


1,966, for the year given by the local 
authorities, there were officially 
re- 


turned to the Bureau of the Census 
by the secretary of state of Massachu- 
setts 2,235 deaths as having occurred 
In the city of Fall River during 
the 


year 1909, exclusive of. stillbirths and 
bodies brought In for Interment.. 
"A careful comparison Was made be- 
tween the transcripts of the deaths re- 
turned for a sample month, October, 
1309 with the original returns In the 
office of the secretary of state at Bos- 
tion, and they were found to be in ex- 
act agreement. 
Accompanied by a 


representative 
from 
tho 
secretary's 


office, Doctor Wilbur then compared 
the transcripts with the book. record 
kept by the city clerk of Fall River 
ana also with the duplicate book rec- 
ord in the office of the city board of 
health and from which tho compilation 
used by the city authorities was mado. 
Both records were found to be In sub-

ROOSEVELTISM IS DOOMED 


Unless present indications are very misleading Theodore Roosevelt mil 


recene a very se^ere xebuke in todaj's elecbon 
The attitude which he 


has assumed as director general of national politics is deeply resented b> 


some of the best jepubhtans in the oountrj 
In fact they regaid Mi Eoosfi 


volt's''new natiohalimn as the greatest menace that has- confronted this 


country since the Civil war. 


It- is easy to see how the Hoosevelt policy can be construed as very 


dangerous. • His aim is -to have- the national government assume 
every 


possible bit'of authority over the states that is not specifically forbidden in 


the constitution. To do so would be an attack upon the sovereignty of Hie 
states, and an attack that no state would fail to resent in a most emphatic, 


manner. 
• 
• 


The present" relations between the states and the national government 


are fairly satisfactory, -although there are a great many schemes outlined 
for extending .federal supervision over corporation and business concerns 


•which may be properly regarded as sufficiently controlled by. state authority. 


The state of New York in particular .has to do with this new issue o t 


Boos.eveltism, and unless all signs fail that state will repudiate Mr. Boose- 
velt and his policies more emphatically than any other state in the country. 


The .interests of. the country at large require that there shall be nn 


general political- boss such as Mr. Roosevelt- presumes to be. 


It must be noticed that in the present campaign President Taft has 


remained in the background. He has a clear sense of the fitness of things, 
and he is preserving the dignity of his office in a-manner such as it was not 
preserved by. his immediate predecessor. But Mr. Roosevelt, unlike the 


•other ex-presidents, seems to hold on to the prestige of the presidency with 


which,he actually parted on leaving the White .House. It is his inordinate 
desire to dictate, to rule, to intimidate and to threaten, that keeps him in 


the limelight as a political boss. 


The present'is the best time to dispose finally of Rooseveltism, and the 


voters of this and other states will make no. mistake by voting against the 
candidates for whom Mr. Roosevelt has pleaded? This would demonstrate 
that the various states of this country and the country as a whdle ca;i 
govern themselves without any dictation from Mr. Roosevelt. 


THE 
FORCE OF BUGABOOS 


It seems that we are all to some extent under the influence of bugaboos 


of one kind or another. This is true not only of individuals but of nations. 


For some years past we have been rather easily 
excited 
over the 


bugaboo of war with Japan. 


The danger of war with Japan has existed largely in our own imagina- 


tion. In this respect we are not much different from England, that is under 
the constant hallucination that Germany is going to send an immense army 
across,the channel and gobble up the island. 


' It is wonderful how many scares are conjured up with slight founda- 


tion by men and nations. It is recorded that an illustrious writer was 
taunted with the belief that he would die insane. The thought brought on 


' insanity and the fatal termination which had been anticipated. 
Similar 


results are brought about in various other matters as a result of the mental 
tendency to bugbears. It is a common failing to anticipate an evil fate and 
rush to meet it. 


Thus lives are wrecked, fortunes wasted and even cities and states 


started on the road to ruin. 


Why then allow bugaboos to be so great a factor in retarding progress. 


' It is all a matter of the viewpoint—whether we take the rational and the 


courageous or the frighted and pessimistic view of the things that confront 
us.' Those who are deterred by mere bugaboos will never succeed while 
those who look upon the bright side and hold to the optimistic in nil the 


affairs of life will make better progress and feel much happier than if they 
iaised-up spectres to accomplish their own undoing. 


THE CHARTER 
MEETING 


The charter meeting held at the Board of Trade rooms last night was 


the first important step in the direction of a new charter for the city of 


Lowell. The flood of light shed upon the subject of charter reform by City 


Solicitor Nichols of Haverhill was u surprise to the meeting. 
It was 


expected that the new charier would bring about improved conditions, but 
no one hnd supposed that the transformation from extravagance, pool- 
work and deficits would he so sudden and decisive as was actually the case 
.after one year of skilful management under the new charter. 


Each of the four aldermen is the head of a municipal .department- and 


the mayor the general superintendent. The aldermen cooperate with the 
aayor and with one another so that there is u system imd a co-ordination 
of work that, ensures the very best results. 


The-mnnagijuient. uf the'slreul department.in particular demonstrated 


to the citizens the efficacy of the new method. Judging from the splendid 
results obtained in Ilnvorliill by the now commission charier, llio best thine; 
the city of Lowell can do is to adopt u charter identical or nearly so. Thut 
will bo the easiest way to solve the charter question. 


Tho Board of Trade, wo undcrstnml, iw not going to draft any now 


. charter, but is to hold a general public hearing to secure gontimont from 


ill olasscH and nil intercuts upon the cHsenlinls of a now charter.

Time For Canal's Opening.

In tho 


opinion of the/engineering experts the 
time Is approaching rapidly, for -the 
realization of the centuries old dream 
of 'the union of the two great oceans. 
Jan. I, 1915, has been fixed upon by 
the canal commission for the probable 
date of throwing open-of the canal to 
the maritime traffic of the world.

has been asserted with confidence that 
the date may be anticipated.

PARLIAMENT SOON TO WRESTLE 


WITH MATTERS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 
S 


EVEN days after the election of 


our own house of representa- 
tives comes the assembling of 
the British - parliament. 
The 


• session will be one of great importance 
—so great, In fact, that radical changes 
in tha constitution of the British em- 
pire are predicted as the outcome of 
Its deliberations. The number of ques- 
tions which will, engage the attention 
of the lords and commons Is not large, 
but In their Importance and their bear- 
ing on the future 01' the world's great- 
est empire they are worthy of the seri- 
ous consideration of every student of 
"world politics." 
' Home rule for Ireland and oth'er 
parts of tho empire, an Imperial par- 
liament in which the colonies are to be 
represented, tariff reform, reformation 
of the house of lords or its abolish- 
ment as a lawmaking body, the ques- 
tion of pay for members of the house 
of parliament, heretofore unpaid, save, 
Jn a few Instances by their constitu- 


ents—these are some of tho matters 
which will occupy the minds of British 
lawmakers and statesmen within the 
coming months—that is, they will un- 
less the predicted dissolution and gen- 
eral election put another face upon 
British politics. 


Foremost in popular Interest to the 


Britons is the question of the pay- 
ment of legislators for their services. 
Unlike our own senators and represent- 
atives, the members of the two houses 
.receive no pay for their services to 
the nation. It la considered that the 
term "member of parliament" confers 
distinction on its possessor and .that 
tho privilege of, sharing in the nation's 
lawmaking Is one to be sought for it- 
self alone and not for any pecuniary 
.reward. 
In practice this has been 


found to bar out able men without 
private means, and 
some political 


bodies, especially the labor unions, have 
made grants to their representatives 
to enable them to stand for parliament

and share in the work at St. Stephen's. 
But tho courts have now held In the 
famous Osborne case that the Labon 
party may not levy funds for political 
purposes from trade unions. As a re- 
sult of this decision the question of the 
payment of members of the house of 
commons is receiving renewed agita- 
tion. Arguments in opposition, on the 
ground that there is danger of corr 
ruptioh • of parliamentary character, 
are. met by the assertion that in the 
seventeenth century, when the .house 
reached perhaps the zenith of its pow- 
er and 
independence, the members 


were salaried. 


Another moot question of immense 


importance not only to Great Britain, 
but to the world, Is that of tariff re- 
form. Tn Great "Britain the term means 
the abandonment of the policy of free 
trade which has prevailed for many 
3'ears and the imposition of duties on 
imports.

The whole matter Is one in 


which the whole world Is deeply con- 
cerned, since the commerce of Great 
Britain and Its dependencies forms so 
larga a part of the world'H trade. 


Correspondence with the American 


political situation Is found In Great 
Britain In the "insurgency" of some 
members of the Unionist, or Tory, par- 
ty, now in opposition. The leader of 
the party is Arthur J. Balfour, who was 
prime minister before the Unionists lost 
power. About 100 members of the par- 
ty are dissatisfied with Mr. Balfour's 
leadership and have threatened, revolt. 
In a recent address he failed to meet 
their expectations. They wanted him 
to promise unequivocally to repeal the 
new land taxes when they regained 
power and to come out openly in favor 
of tariff reform, and they have declared 
plainly their dissent from his leader- 
ship. But the party Is badly split on 
these questions and others, and there 
Is ho Moses In.sight to lead them to the 
promised land. 
Joseph Chamberlain, 


the old warhorse, Is expected to re- 
turn to the house; but, according to his 
son, he will takt. nq active part in Its 
deliberations. His health Is still pre- 
carious. 
Chamberlain is now an old 


man, and the fire and spirit which 
made him the most feared politician In 
British public life have seemingly de- 
parted forever. 


The matter of home rule for Ireland 


Is perennial. John Redmond's recent 
declaration that It will be an accom- 
plished fact in two months after the 
opening of the session or within two 
years at the utmost has attracted at- 
tention, of course, but he has found 
few to agree with him, especially as the, 
question is now complicated with that 
of home rule for tho colonies. His 
adoption In New York of the policy of 
home rule all around has not met with 
the approval of his opponents In Ire- 
land, who declare that it la a sur- 
render of the Irish cause. 
However, 


Redmond remains tho leader In parlia- 
ment of the Irish, who, it Is said, may 
swing legislation as they wish if they 
will act In conjunction with the labor 
members. 
His leadership meets with

C'Brlen and other Irish politicians. 


Lloyd-George and the budget, which 


was adopted after It had caused a 
breach between the lords and tho com- 
mons, are still matters of interest, and 
the brilliant Welsh'chancellor of the 
exchequer continues to make n largo 
figure in the public cyo. Ho Is easily 
the most conspicuous of British states- 
men of the present day, overshadowing 
Premier Asqufth.

There was an explosion as the tube 


blew out and tiro sub-cellar in which 
they were working was 
filled 
with 


steam that shut out their view and 
knocked some of them prostrate as it 
cooked the flesh where it struck them. 
James Willing, the foreman of tho 


gang, shouted to the men to get those 
that had gone down as the blinding 
steam filled the room. Firemen, who 
have worked in big plants have as a 
rule been through similar accidents 
and know the value of acting quickly. 
They were down on their hands and 
knees keeping their eyes closed 
and 


their mouths shut as they groped for 


those who had gone down. Then when 
they had found a man they dAigged 
him to safety in an adjoining: room. 


There a count of noses was made, 
and it was found that all the men had 
either escaped or been dragged from 
tho room. The three men who were 
the most seriously injured were John 
Lee of 285 Front street; John Mack of 
227 Troy avenue, and Thomas Tierney 
of 5745 Fourth avenue. 


All were severely scalded about 
the 


face, head, arms and.hands. An am- 
bulance was called from the Brooklyn 
hospital and calls were.sont to the Ed- 
ison company physicians, who arrived 
about the same time as Dr. Parts, of 
the Brooklyn hospital. 


Tlio three men were attended to and 


the hospital surgeon wished to take 
them 
to the institution. This, how- 
ever, the company did not care to have 
done. The men were sent to their 
homes where they will be looked after 
by the company doctors.

ROOSEVELTISM IS DOOMED 


Unless .present indications'are very misleading Theodore Roosevelt will 


receive a very severe rebuke in today's election. 
The attitude which he 


has assumed as director general of nntional politics is deeply resented ny 


some of the best republicans in the country. In fact they regard Mr. Roose- 
velt's new nationality as the'greatest menace that has confronted 
this 


country since the Civil war. 


It is easy to see how the Roosevelt policy can be construed as very 


dangerous. • His aim is to have the national 
government 
nssurne 
every 


'possible bit of authority over the. states that is not specifically forbidden in 


the constitution. To do so would be an attack upon the sovereignty of Ihe 
states, and an attack that no state would fail to resent in a most emphatic, 


manner. 


The present relations between the states and the national government 


are fairly satisfactory, although there are a great many schemes outlined 


for extending federal supervision over corporation and business concerns 


•which may be properly regarded as sufficiently controlled by state authority. 


The state of New York in particular has to do with this new issue ot 


Booseveltism, and unless all signs fail that state will repudiate Mr. Roose- 


velt and his policies more emphatically than any other state in .the country. 


The interests of the country at large require that there shall be n>> 


general political boss such as Mr. Roosevelt presumes to be. 


It must be noticed that in the present campaign President Taft has 


remained in the background. He has a clear sense of the fitness of things, 


and he is preserving the dignity of his office in a manner such as it was not 


preserved by his immediate predecessor. 
But Mr. Roosevelt, unlike the 


other ex-presidents, seems to hold on do the prestige of the presidency with 


•which he actually parted on leaving the White House. It is his inordinate 


desire to dictate, to rule, to intimidate and to threaten, that keeps him in 


the limelight as a political noss. 


The present is the best time to dispose finally of Rooseveltism, and tho 


voters of this and other states will make no mistake by voting against the 


candidates for whom Mr. Roosevelt has pleaded. This would demonstrate 
that the various states of this country and the country as a whole ca;i 


govern themselves without any dictation from Mr. Roosevelt. 


THE 
FORCE OF BUGABOOS 


•It seems that we are all to some extent under the influence of bugaboos 


of one kind or another. This is true not only of individuals but of nations. 


For some years past we have been rather easily, excited 
over 
the 


bugaboo of war with Japan. 


The danger of war with Japan has existed largely in our own imagina- 


tion. In this respect we are not much different from England, that is under 


the constant hallucination that Germany is going to send an immense army 
across the channel and gobble up the island. 


It is wonderful how^nany scares are conjured up with slight founda- 


tion by men and nations. It is recorded that an illustrious writer was 


haunted with the belief that he would die insane. The thought brought on 
insanity and the fatal termination which hnd been anticipated. 
Similar 


results are brought about in various other matters as a result of the mental 


tendency to bugbears. It is a common failing to anticipate an evil fate and 
rush to meet it. 


Thus lives are wrecked, fortunes wasted and oven cities and states 


started on the road to ruin. 


Why then allow bugaboos to be so great a factor in retarding progress. 


It is all a matter of the viewpoint—whether we take the rational and the 


courageous or the frighted and pessimistic view of the things that confront 


us. Those who are deterred by mere bugaboos will never succeed while 


those who look upon the bright side and hold to Ihe optimistic in all tho 


cffairs of life will make better progress and feel much happier than it they 
laised up spectres to accomplish their own undoing.

Solicitor Nichols of Hnvcrhill was a surprise to the meeting.

expected that the new charter would bring about improved conditions, but 
no one had supposed that the transformation from extravagance, poor 
work and deficits would be so sudden mid decisive as was actually the case 
after one year of skilful management under the new charter. 


Each of tho four aldermen is the head of a municipal department and 


the mayor the general superintendent. The aldermen cooperate with the 
mayor and with one another so that there is a system and a co-ordination 
of work that, ensures the very best results. 


JThe management of the aired department in particular demonstrated 


to the citizens tho efficacy of the now method. Judging from tho splendid 
results obtained in Hnverliill by the new commission charter, thn best, thing 
the city of Lowell can do in to adopt a charier identical or nearly so. That 
will bo tho easiest way to solve tho charter question. 


Tho Board of Trade, we understand, is not going to drnft any now 


charter, but is to hold a general public hearing to secure sentiment from 
•11 classes and nil intoroHln upon thn essentials of a now charter. 
The 


Hfrvorhill charter, wo believe, would satisfy every citizen of Lowell.

BOSTON, Nov. 8.—Beverly will re- 


main the summer capital for two years 
more at least. 
••Parramatta, one oi 
the largest estates along the North 
Shore, was leased yesterday for the 
use of President Ta£t and his family in 
Mil and 1912. The estate is near the 
Montserrat station, about eight mm 
utes' walk from ,.the ocean and about 
half a mile from the Evans estate. 
"Parramatta" consists of G5_. acres._It. 


was developed by the lato Henry w. 
Peabody, a Boston merchant, and be- 
came one of the show places of 
the 


North Shore. It fronts on Cornme 
street and runs back to Lake Shoro 
avenue. 
The tracks of the Boston & 
Maine bound it on the west and Lo- 
throp street on the east. 
The mansion, which is about:.lo 
years old, is of the modernized colonial 
tvpe. It contains 20 rooms, arranged 
in a way that will be especially useful 
to the president. 
Alterations will be 


begun at once. 
The house sets on a hill and-over-, 


looks the 
ocean 
on one side and a 
pleasing landscape on the'Other. It is 
reached by a private avenue that runs 
from Corning street Two great granr 
ite posts; each inscribed with the name 
of the estate, stand at the entrance. 
As the avenue leads to nothing but the 
mansion, the 
annoyance that was 


caused some of President Taft's neigh- 
bors the last-two-summers by being 
halted and questioned by secret ser- 
vice men 'will not be repeated. 
' ' ' . 
There IB a wide veranda on the front 


of the house, which is painted white, 
thus being.more of a summer White 
House than was the Evans mansion, 
which was painted green. On one side 
of the spacious hall is the living room, 
the dining room, with 
the pantries,: 


kitchen, etc., farther back. 
i 
A view of the ocean is obtainable 


from the living room. 
On the other' 


Bide of the entrance 
hall 
is a large ; 


room, also commanding a view of the 
tea, which, It i.i expected, will be used 
as the executive 
office. Connecting 


with this room is a smaller reception 
room, which will lend itself readily for 
a waiting room for those who would 
see President Taft. A separate, en- 
trance to this part of the house will-be 


constructed.. 
On the second floor are five large 


chambers. 
On the floor above arc five 
more chambers not so large. There 
ara many bathrooms and lavatories. 
The servants' Quarters, are over tho 
kitchen. 
Brooks and Pond 
., The grounds are Ideal for President 
Taft's purposes. There Is ample room 
for the construction of nine-hole golf 
links work on- which will be begun In 
the spring. An excellent tennis court 
is already on tie estate. A trout brook 
runs through the estate, and a well 
stocked pond, where 
fowl abound, is 
not far away. The Japanese garden, 
with, its wealth of stone ornaments 
and shrubbery from the far east, has 
long been an object of admiration. 
Several 
hundred 
yards back of the 


house is 'a dense wood. 
Extensive 


greenhouses will 
give Mrs. Taft an 
opportunity to exerciss her love for 
floriculture. 
Directly opposite the entrance to 


"Parramatta" is an 11 room 
house 
known as the Peabody Cottage. This, 
with a garage and large stable has 
been leased to Mr. Taft, also. It is 
probable that this cottage will be oc- 
cupied by Secretary Norton and fam- 
ily•With the estate, though not contigu- 
ous to ft, goes a private landing at 
Hospital Point, not far from the land- 
ing used by the Tafts the past sum- 
mer.

HOW THE PANAMA CANAL DIRT IS FLYING^

election. It Is no sightseeing inqutsl- 
tlveness -which takea Mr. Taft' to Pan- 
ama, since he Inspected the <sanal.,wprk 
early in 1909, when he' was president 
elect. Neither in It a desire for a'holi- 
day Jaunt, .since he finished only re- 
'oently his long vacatipn sojourn at 
.Beverly.. His motive In-going to the 
canal zone Is an earnest desire to wit- 
ness for himself the progress of the 
great work and to 'consult on the 


ground with the men charged with its 
execution and the solution of the nu- 
merous problems which will attend its 
completion. 


For tho comfort of the 'president's 


tour the armored cruisers Montana and 
North Carolina, two of the newest of 
the navy's vessels, were chosen to con- 
vey him to the isthmus—one to carry 
the. august person of the ex officio 
commander 'in chief of the navy and 
head of the canal work and the other 
to act as a convoy and assure his 
safety. 
Roosevelt's Visit to Panama. 


The present excursion is not the first 


presidential trip to the canal zone. Mr. 
Boosevelt traversed the canal route 
from-end to end In 1906,-rlding on the 
locomotives of the railroad, clambering 
on tho stekm shovels and In other 
characteristic ways evincing his keen 
interest in the work. It is not expect- 
ed that'Mr. Taft will exhibit quite as 
many acrobatic stunts as did his pred- 
eoqssor, but no doubt he will pry quite 
as thoroughly into every detail of the 
Job that Is being done on the Isthmus. 


Not alone on the isthmus, but also 


on the way there, Mr. Taft's Itinerary 
Is filled with work'. He has planned to 
write on the way down to the isthmus 
his annual message to congress. Bo- 
Ing an unusually* good sailor and also 
accustomed to working on board ship, 
he expects to find little difficulty in 
getting together his admonitions to the 
legislators and his announcements to 
the nation. From Charleston to Colon 
is not a long distance, however, being 
only four days' sail, and it is not ex- 
pected that the message will emerge 
full formed from the voyage. No .doubt 
canal matters will claim a large part 
of the message. 


After President Taft lands at Colon, 


on the Atlantic Bide-«f the canal, his 
time.wlll.be fully occupied with con- 
sideration of the details of the canal 
work. 
To mention only three of the 


.very Important matters which will 
claim his attention, there are the ques- 
tions of the fixing of the toil rates to 
be charged, by the canal, of the forti- 
fication of the isthmus and of the con- 
trol by the government of the sale of 


ships' supplies at the entrances to the 
canal. It is feared that private com- 
mercial enterprises may, by acquiring 
terminal facilities at the ends of the 
completed waterway, gain control over 
the ships' supplies needed to replenish 
stores after long voyages to one or the 
other of tho mouths of the canal. The 
consideration of this important matter 
Is one of the prime reasons for Mr. 
Taft's visit to the canal zone. 
Tims For Canal's Opening. 


It will be noted that the matters 


named are closely related to the ques- 
tion of the approaching completion of 
the great work of making Islands of 
North arid South America. 
In the 


opinion of the engineering experts the 
time is approaching rapidly for the 
realization • of the centuries old dream 
of the union of the two great oceans. 
Jan. 1, 1915, has been fixed upon by 
the canal commission for the probable 
date of throwing open of the canal to 
the maritime traffic of the world. 
It 


has been asserted with confidence that 
the date may be anticipated. The com- 
pletion of the great work should not 


be looked for before the close of 1914, 
however, since there Is good authority 
for the assertion that the government 
will ."make haste slowly" it it. is seen 
that the canal can be finished before 
tho date given. Heason for procrasti- 
nation is to be found in the time needed 
to erect the 
works of 
fortification 


deemed necessary to defend American 
interests in the canal. 


There is already an appreciable sen- 


timent in favor of vesting the govern- 
ment of the canal zone when the canal 
Is completed In tho army authorities. 
This would make tha entire zone a 
military district or division. It Is be- 
lieved that President Tuft will ask 
congress this winter for appropriations 
to construct the - required 
fortifica- 


tions, 
v. ! 


The navy and the army are co-op- 


erating In' planning the defense of the 
canal. One of the objects of tho trip 
to the Pacific and gulf coasts recently 
undertaken by Secretary of tho Navy 
Meyer WHS the determination of the 
question as to the redistribution of the 
forces to be made necessary by. the 


opening of the canal. 
It Is believed I fourteen Inch dlsappearirig rifles, wlti - 


that it will be necessary to enlarge 
greatly the navy yards at San Fran- 
cisco and Pensacola and also possibly 
that at New Orleans. The gulf coast 
is looking forward to renewed nave.1 
activity In that section of tho nation 
as a result of tho canal's opening. 
Guantanamo, Cuba, Is another point of 
Importance in ' this connection. The 
mwal station there may be developed 
into a big naval base. 


Before the adjournment of congress 


plans were prepared by the army ex- 
perts for the fortifications of the two 
ends of the canal. President Taft sent 
a special message to congress urging 
that the work be pushed, but no formal 
action of approval, wns taken by the 
lawmakers. 
The Pacific end of the 


canal will be protectr-d by fortifications 
placed on three 'small islands com- 
manding1 the mouth of the waterway, 
and also by a battery on the mainland. 
The Atlantic end will be guarded by 
two fortifications on the mainland, one 
on each side of the entrance. 
These 


fortifications will be provided with 


high power mortars and with batteries 
of six inch disappearing guns. 
Taft's Opinion of the Canal, . 
. 


The pictures Bhow the details of th» 


reception glveii to President Taft dur- . 
ing his first visit to the canal zone. 
On his return he landed in New Orleans 
and said to the people of that city: . 
• • . 


"I am hero on my return from a great: 


constructive work, the greatest en-., 
tcred upon by any nation during the 
past two centuries, and I am glad to 
say to you, who perhaps are more In- 
terested In that work than any other 
part of the peoplo of tho United States, 
that the work 19 going on as you would 
have it go on; that on the 1st of Janu- 
ary, 1916;"at least. If not before—and I 
am very mtich interested in having it 
within the next four years-—that canal 
will be completed." 


It is asserted by those directly and 


intimately concerned in 
the canal 


work that nothing has occurred sine* 
Feb. 12, 1909, when these words were , 
spoken, to thwart the president's ex- 
pectations. 


PARLIAMENT SOON TO WRESTLE 


WITH MATTERS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 
s 


EVEN days after the election of 


our own house of representa- 
tives comes the assembling of 
the British parliament. The 


session will ba one of great importance 
•—so great, In fact, that radical changes 
In tho constitution of the British em- 
pire are predicted as the outcome of 
Its deliberations. The number of ques- 
tions which will engage tho attention 
of the lords and commons Is not large, 
but in their importance and (heir bear- 
ing or. the future oi'the world's great- 
est empire they are worthy of the seri- 
ous consideration of every student of 
"world politics." 


Home rule for Ireland and other 


parts of the empire, an imperial par- 
liament in which the colonies are to be 
represented, tariff reform, reformation 
of the house of lords or its abolish- 
ment as a lawrnaking body, the ques- 
tion of pay for members of the house 
of parliament, heretofore unpaid, save 
In a few instances by their constitu- 


ents—these , are some of the matters 
whlqh will occupy the minds of British 
lawmakers and statesmen within tho 
coming; months—that is, they will un- 
less the predicted dissolution and gen- 
eral election put another face upon 
British politics. 


Foremost In popular Interest to the 


Britons is the question ,of the pay- 
ment of legislators for their services. 
Unlike our own senators and represent- 
atives, the members of the two houses 
receive no pay for their services to 
the nation. It is considered that the 
term "member -of parliament" confers 
distinction on its/ possessor and that 
the privilege of sharing In the nation's 
law-making is one to be sought for It- 
self alone and not for any pecuniary 
reward. 
In practice this has been 


found to bar out able men without 
private 
means, 
and 
some political 


bodies, especially the labor unions, have 
made grants to their representatives 
to enable them to stand for parliament

But the courts have now held in the 
famous Osborne ease that the Labor 
party may not levy funds for political 
purposes from trade unions. As a re- 
sult of this decision the question of tha 
payment of members of the house of 
commons is receiving renewed agita- 
tion. Arguments In opposition, on the 
ground that there is danger of cor- 
ruption of parliamentary 
character, 


are met by the assertion that In the 
seventeenth century, when the house 
reached perhaps the zenith of its pow- 
er and independence, the members 
were salaried. 


Another moot question of Immense 


importance not only to Great Britain, 
but to the world, is that of tariff re- 
form. In Great Britain,the term means 
the abandonment of the policy of free 
trade which has prevailed for many 
years and the Imposition of duties on 
imports. 
Preferential duties In favor 


of exports from British colonies are

The whole matter is one In 


which the whole .world is deeply con- 
cerned, since the commerce of Great 
Britain and Its dependencies forms so 
large a part of the world's trade. 


Correspondence with the American 


political situation is' found In Great 
Britain in the "insurgency" of some 
members of the Unionist, or Tory, par- 
ty, now in opposition. The leader of 
the party is Arthur J. Balfour, who was 
prime minister before the Unionists lost 
power. About 100 members of the par- 
ty are dissatisfied with Mr. BalfouVs 
leadership and have threatened revolt. 
In a recent address he failed to meet 
their expectations. 
They wanted him 


to promise unequivocally to repeal .the 
new land taxes when they regained 
power and to come but openly In favor 
of tariff reform,'and they have declared 
plainly their dissent from his leader- 
ship. But the party is badly spilt on 
these questions and others, and there 
Is no Moses In sight to lead them to the 
promised land. 
Joseph Chamberlain, 


the old warhorse, is expected to re- 
turn to the house; but. according to h!a 
son, he will takt no active part In Its 
deliberations. His health is. still pre- 
carious. ' Chamberlain is now an old 
man, asd the fire and spirit which 
made him the most feared politician In 
British public life have seemingly de- 
parted forever. 


The matter of home rule for Ireland 


Is perennial. 
John Redmond's recent 


declaration that it will be an accom- 
plished fact in two months after the 
opening of the session or within two 
years at the utmost has attracted at- 
tention, of course, but he has found 
faw to agree with him, especially as the 
question is now complicated with that 
of home rule for the colonies. 
His 


adoption In New York of the policy of 
home rule all around has not met with 
the approval of his opponents In Ire- 
land, who declare that It Is a sur-i 
rendary of the Irish cause- 
However, 


Redmond remain! tha leader in parlia- 
ment of th« Irish, who, it is said, may 
•wins legislation as they wish if they 
wl)l act In conjunction with tha labor 
members.

LIoyd-Georre and the budget, wh'ch

fame of Steuben are written forth bold- 
ly on a national memorial placed near 
the White House that all visitors to the 
national capital may learn of. the deeds 
of the man who made Washington's 
army an effective fighting machine and 
thus prepared the way for the final vic- 
tory at Yorktown. 


From all oyer the land our fellow cit- 


izens of German descent are to assem- 
ble in Washington to hear extolled the 
deeds of Steuben. They will listen to a 
dedicatory address by President Taft In 
which no doubt he will enumerate the 
worthy deeds of German Americana 
proved true in the fires of American 
life, not only on the battlefield, but In 
the contests of civic endeavor. Proba-

Massachusetts are dissatisfied " because 
under the new Boston & Maine tariffs 
the producers ot miik in New Hamp- 
shire and "Vermont will be able to get 
their product into 
Boston market 
cheaper than Massachusetts producers. 
The situation may resolve itself Into .a 
conflict between the interstate commis- 
sion standing for the • compromise in- 
terstate rates and the Massachusetts 
railroad commission supporting the in- 
terstate rates which cover can ship- 
ments. 
Tlio state commission is said to favor 


;he can rates on account, of the enact- 
ment of a law relating to the 
subject 
ly the legislature. The new interstate 
tariffs provide for carload shipments 
on an annual carload shipments on an 
annual leasing system, nnd it is be- 
lieved the interstate commission prc- 
Eers that system. 
Of course the Interstate commission 


cannot control rates wholly within 
Massachusetts, but traffic men say that 
t will be impracticable to maintain 
leased car interstate rates throughout 
New England and single can rates in 
Massachusetts. 
Either the interstate commission or 


the state commission will have to yield, 
in the opinion of these traffic men. 
J. T. Marchandi attorney for the in- 
terstate commission, has gone to Mas- 
sachusetts to investigate the milhrrate 
situation.
